REMARKS 

in light of the amendment set forth above, applicant 
respectfully requests reconsideration of the Office Action dated 
August 17 th , 2005 and allowance of claims 5-10 and 15-20. 

In the Office Action dated August 17 th r 2005, the Examiner 
rejected claims 1-4 and 11-14 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Wanner (6,330,920) in view of Bestland et al. 
(2,738,633). The examiner also objected to claims 5-8 and 15-20 
as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all the 
limitations of the case claim and intervening claims. It is noted 
that the Examiner has allowed claims 9 and 10. 

In order to expedite the prosecution of the 
application, the applicant has carefully considered the prior art 
cited and has amended the remaining claims that depend on rejected 
base claims.
